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Summary of Reasons Why Delay was Inadvertent 

Thus, although Palmchip Corporation never intended to allow the current patent to expire, 
Palmchip Corporation was relying on its attorney to take care of the maintenance fees. Although 
a letter was sent by CPA regarding handling maintenance fees, the letter from CPA was 
inadvertently filed without being read. Palmchip Corporation did not receive any specific 
reminder from their attorney Matthew Booth or CPA regarding paying the maintenance fee of 
the current patent, or the date the fees would be due. Consequently, Palmchip Corporation was 
not aware of the maintenance fee being due until July 20, 2010. Thus, the delay of payment 
between June 13, 2010 and July 20, 2010, was due to lack of knowledge, and was therefore 
inadvertent.
